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Get  tie  FACTS 

' A question  of  great  interest  and 
asked  many  times  recently  is:  What 
is  the  future  of  coins,  particular- 
ly in  regard  to  prices? 

I have  hesitated  to  write  or  talk 
about  this  subject  as  I hold  no 
claim  to  being  an  expert  or  prog- 
nosticator. I do  have  an  opinion 
on  the  subject  based  on  ny  years  of 
experience  as  a full-time  dealer. 

The  luxury  market,  of  which  the 
Coin  business  is  considered  a part, 
has  been  the  first  to  go  through  a 
price  adjustment  period.  Coin 
prices  in  general  are  down  but  the 
demand  ha3  increased.  Numismatics 
as  a hobby  is  growing  beyond  anti- 
cipation. There  are  now  five  col- 
lectors for  every  one  ten  years  ago. 
Price  decline  is  due,  in  some  cases, 
to  inflated  values  during  the  War 
years  but  mostly  because  living 
costs  are  so  high  that  collectors 
do  not  have  the  extra  money  to  put 
into  coins.  This  will  be  overcome 
as  price  adjustments  are  made  in 
other  markets. 

I believe  prices  have  pretty  well 
hit  a leveULng-off  point  and  in  mary 
cases  are  low.  I agree  some  of  the 
late  date  material  must  still  find 
its  level  or  true  value.  Commemor- 
atives  are  still  less  than  in  1935, 
a depression  year.  Choice  copper 
coins  (not  small  Cents)  sold  much 
higher  25  years  ago.  Many  choice 
gold  coins  are  not  bringing  50$  over 
bullion.  Prices  being  realized  for 
choice  early  U.S.  coins  is  certainly 
not  indicative  of  their  rarity. 

Remember  this:  There  are  fewer 
coins  available  than  a few  years 
ago  but  many  times  the  collectors. 
The  main  thing  needed  in  a healthy 
market  is  demand.  There  is  a demand 
beyond  what  can  be  supplied  in  the 
Numismatic  market.

SALT  AS  MONEY 

During  the  thirteenth  century 
the  Venetians  used  salt  as  an  equi- 
valent for  money.  Marco  Polo,  in 
his  "TRAVELS"  describes  the  pro- 
vince of  Kain-du  as  follows: 

"In  this  country  there  are  salt 
springs  from  which 
salt  by  boiling  it 
When  the  water  has 
hour,  it  becomes  a 
which  is  formed  into  cakes  of  the 
value  of  twopence  each.  These, which 
are  flat  on  the  lower,  and  convex 
on  the  upper  side,  are  placed  upon 
hot  tiles,  near  a fire,  in  order  to 
dry  and  harden.  On  this  latter 
species  of  money  the  stamp  of  the 
grand  Khan  is  impressed,  and  it  can- 
not be  prepared  by  any  other  than 
his  own  officers.  Eighty  of  the 
cakes  are  made  to  pass  for  a saggio 
of  gold.  But  when  these  are  carried 
by  the  traders  amongst  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  mountains  and  other 
parts  little  frequented,  they  obtain 
a saggio  of  gold  for  sixty,  fifty, 
or  even  forty  of  the  salt  cakes,  in 
proportion  as  they  find  the  natives 
less  civilized,  further  removed  from 
the  towns,  and  more  accustomed  to 
remain  on  the  same  spot;  inasmuch 
as  people  so  circumstanced  cannot 
always  have  a market  for  their  gold, 
musk  and  other  commodities.  And 
yet  even  at  this  rate  it  answers 
well  to  them  who  collect  the  gold- 
dust  from  the  beds  of  the  rivers. 

The  same  merchants  travel  in  like 
manner  through  the  mountainous  and 
other  parts  of  Thebe th  (Tibet), 
where  the  money  of  salt  has  equal 
currency.  Their  profits  are  consi- 
derable, because  these  country  peo- 
ple consume  the  salt  with  their  food 
and  regard  it  as  an  indispensable 
necessary;  whereas  the  inhabitants 
of  the  cities  use  for  the  same  pur- 
pose only  the  broken  fragments  of 
the  cakes,  putting  the  whole  cakes 
into  circulation  as  money." 

In  a note  to  the  foregoing  passage 
the  translator  adds:  "The  saggio  of 
Venice  was  the  sitfth  part  of  an 
ounce,  and  consequently  the  cake  of 
salt  was  in  value  the  four  hundred 
and  eightieth  part  of  an  ounce  of 
gold,  which,  at  the  price  of  four 
pounds  sterling,  is  exactly  two 
pence  for  the  value  of  each  cake;  a 
coincidence  that  could  hardly  have 
been  expected.

What  is  the  reason  for  the  rarity 
of  coins  showing  such  a large 
coinage,  such  as  the  1799  cent? 
Mint  records  show  904,585  pieces, 
about  the  sane  amount  as  in  1797 
and  1798,  which  Cents  are  very 
common.  This  is  Just  an  example 
as  the  same  thing  happens  on  1796 
Half  Cent  and  a number  of  other 
coins. 

The  mint  records  prior  to  I840 
were  representative  of  the  number 
of  coins  released  from  the  Mint 
during  that  year  and  not  the  num- 
ber struck.  Most  likejythe  ma jor- 
ity  of  the  coins  credited  to  1799 
were  fctually  struck  in  and  dated 
1797-98.  Not  only  this,  but  dies 
were  made  by  hand,  a very  long 
and  tedious  job.  Consequently  th<y 
were  used  as  long  as  serviceable 
regardless  of  date.  Since  we 
have  record  of  a great  many  dies 
in  1797  and  1798,  no  doubt  many 
were  still  used  to  strike  coins 
in  1799.  This  same  condition 
holds  true  on  the  1796  Half  Cent, 
1804  Large  Cent  and  other  exam- 
ples of  rare  coins  showing  a large 
coinage  record . Mint  records 
prior  to  1840  were  accounting 
records  and  not  coinage  records.

IT  COULDN'T  HAPPEN  TODAY! 


"About  a hundred  years  ago,  the 
old  Bank  of  Albany,  long  since  de- 
funct, issued  its  first  circulat- 
ing notes.  Almost  immediately 
after  these  notes  were  received 
from  the  printer,  an  application 
for  a loan  was  made  to  the  bank  by 
a drover  well  known  for  his  finan- 
cial soundness.  The  loan  was 
promptly  "passed"  by  the  board. 

"The  cashier  considered  whether 
he  would  pay  out  the  beautiful  new 
currency  or  gold,  and  to  solve  the 
question  he  reconvened  the  direc- 
tors, and  faithfully  laid  his 
weighty  question  before  them. 

"A  long  discussion  ensued,  and 
it  seemed  as  if  no  satisfactory 
conclusion  would  ever  be  reached, 
until  the  following  deep-thinking 
speech  was  made  by  one  of  the 
number: 

"•Gentlemen  of  the  board,  these 
bills  of  ours,  received  today, have 
cost  this  bank  a large  sum  of  mon- 
ey. The  engraver,  the  printer,  the 
paper  maker  and  incidentals  all  ham 
to  be  paid.  The  thought  of  these 
expenses,  so  Justly  incurred,  does 
not  stagger  me  in  the  least,  for 
the  bills  are  very  fine  and  an  or- 
nament to  the  bank.  But, gentlemen, 
when  it  is  proposed  to  send  these 
new  bills  into  the  far  West,  there 
to  be  traded  for  cattle,  torn, 
soiled,  and  perhaps  utterly  des- 
troyed, I,  for  one,  solemnly  pro- 
test. 

"’I  venture  the  opinion,  gentle- 
men, that  should  you  be  so  unwise 
as  to  allow  these  new  bills  to  be 
sent  north  and  west,  beyond  lan- 
singburg  and  Schenectady,  and  away 
to  the  other  side  of  Utica,  as  I 
understand  this  man  proposes  to 
take  some  of  them  - you  will  never 
see  them  again  so  long  as  the  Bank 
of  Albany  has  an  existence  or  a 
name  !' 

"The  motion  that  gold  should  be 
paid  was  carried  unanimously."
